The increases range from 10 


cents to $1.47 a ton. depending 
upon the producing district and 
type of mine. They boost retail 
prices about ;!', per cent, OPA 
estimated. 


Part of the increase was allowed 


to offset losses suffered by the 
operators during the 59-<lay strike. 


Most soft coal is consumed by 


railroads 
and 
industrial 
firms. 


OPA said less than 15 per cent 
of total production goes to house- 
holders for heating purposes. 


However, OPA expects to an- 


nounce next week a price increase 
averaging perhaps $1 a ton for 
hard 
coal, 
us^d 
generally 
for 


home-heating. This also will ofi- 
aet anthracite miners' pay raises. 


The soft coal price nrder is ef- 


fective immediately, but in most 
cases the higher costs apply re- 
troactively to all sales since May 
13, when OPA authorized seller- 
buyer agreements for later pay- 
ment of any increases granted.

Fraulein Is Given 
Life Imprisonment 
for Killing Yankee 


Nuernberg, 
June 
21—(AP) — 


Blonde Erika Krebs, 20-year-old 
German girl, was sentenced today 
to life imprisonment for murder- 
ing Sgt. Robert E. Flanigan of 
Peoria, 111. 


A military court convicted the 


pretty killer just nine days after 
the American soldier was shot to 
death in his apartment here. 


German doctors testified that 


the girl at one time might have 
shown signs of pregnancy but not 
now. 


The decision of the five-man 


tribunal of the American military 
government came after less than 
10 minutes' 
deliberation. 
The 


trial took two days. The girl, a 
native 
Sudeten 
German, 
broke 


into tears as the court pronounc- 
ed her sentence and continued to 
cry as she was led away.

Power Control for 
Japan Made by U. S 


Plan for Treaty Given 


Russia, China, Great 


Britain Today 


Washington, June 21—(AP)— 


The United States has proposed 
to Russia, China and Britain the 
creation of a four-power contro 
commission 
for Japan 
to take 


over supervision of Japanese at 
fairs as part of a 25-year dis- 
armament system. 


The 25-year treaty similar to 


Secretary of State Byrnes' pro- 
posal for the long-range control 
of Germany, actually would be- 
come operative when present Jap- 
anese occupation ends, but indica- 
tions are that if such a treaty is 
made the large scale occupation 
might be ended more quickly than 
otherwise. 


The text of the proposed treaty 


was made public by the state de- 
partment today. The proposal for

las MacArthur as supreme com- 
mander of occupation forces in 
Japan, the United States at pres- 
ent has a virtually complete mon- 
opoly on the direction of Japanese 
affairs.

The Japanese shall also be de- 
prived of all sorts of bases and 
factories for producing arms and 
shall be allowed only civil police 
having- small arms, and such ex- 
plosives as aro necessary for in- 
dustrial users." 


2. To enforce these objectives,

ground organization during disor- 
ders which have cost 25 lives in 
the turbulent Holy Land in the 
past week. 


Calls Abducting "Lunacy" 
Shertok said the abduction of 


the officers was "lunacy." They 
were believed to have been taken 
by Irgun Zvai Leumi, as hostages 
for two members of that organi- 
zation who are under sentence of 
death.

Approval of Draft 
Compromise Before 


Month's End Likely 


18-Year-Olds 
Exempted; 


Separate Pay Boost 


Bill is Okayed 


Washington, June 21—(AP) — 


The slam - b a n g 
congressional 


struggle over peacetime drafting 
teen-agers subsided near a com- 
promise finish today with 19-year- 
olds once more subject to call and 
youths of 18 exempt. 


Only the usual house and sen- 


ate approval of the 
hard-fought 


conference agreement was needed 
to assure a nine months extension 
of Selective Service beyond the 
end of this month. 


Speaker Rayburn (D-Tex) saw a 


slight chance the house might act 
late today if the two pending bills 
could be cleared, but it appeared 
more probable the measure would 
not be reached before next Mon- 
day or Tuesday. 


A floor battle against accept- 


ing the compromise was promised 
by Rep. Short (R-Mo), lone mem- 
ber of the 14 senate and house 
conferees whose signature did not 
appear on the final compromise. 


"There is no need at all to ex- 


tend the wartime draft," Short 
told reporters. "1 am unalterably 
opposed to taking any teen-agers 
and I also favor holding up all 
inductions for a few months as 
previously voted by the house ma- 
jority." 


Approval Is Expected 


Despite Short's last ditch op- 


position, congressional leaders ex- 
pected both the senate and house 
to approve work the conference 
report and send it on to the 
White House well ahead of the 
June 30 deadline when the pres- 
ent stop-gap draft extension ex- 
pires. 


Along with the draft act ex- 


tension, the conferees 
also ap- 


proved a pay increase plan for 
all men and officers of all the, 
armed services. 


Like exemption of 18-year-olds, 


the pay hike represented a victory 
for the house conferees who had 
insisted upon a separate bill pro- 
viding higher salaries in. the armed 
forces. 


The senate originally incorporat- 


ed pay increases in its draft ex- 
tension measure. The increases 
were limited to enlisted personnel 
with biggest jumps for Army pri- 
vates, corporals, 
and sergeants 


along with corresponding lowest 
graders of other services. This was 
aimed at attracting volunteers 
and thus reducing the need for 
drafted men. 


Increases Graduated 


However, the conferees decided 


to go along with the house idea 
of a separate bill, giving a 50 
per cent boost to the bottom en- 
listed grades, anr) providing gradu- 
ated increases for other /ion-com- 
missioned and commissioned per- 
sonnel up to generals. 


The new pay scales would give 


Army privates and Navy apprent- 
ice seamen $75 a month instead of 
the present $50, while generals and 
admirals at the top of the ladder 
would draw $733.33, as compared 
with the present $667.67. 


Only important change made in 


the separate house plan was to up 
the increase for Army Captains 
and Navy Lieutenants from 10 per 
cent to 15 per cent

atomic energy proposals was .so 
astounding as to preclude immed- 
liate response; indeed, it lias been 
a moment for quick thinking but 
slow answer. 


Uncle Sam's offer to throw ov- 


erboard the vast advantage which 
he holds through possession of thu 
atomic bomb secret was purely vol- 
untary. It was mean i to by for 
the benefit of mankind. Thus it 
has been disconcerting to have 
the mouth of his gift-horse put 
under the microscope. 


Still, the Russian proposition 


calls for'careful consideration, il's 
no good saying—as one hears said 
— that the Soviet move throws a 
monkey-wrench into the machin- 
ery. A motion is before the U. X. 
Atomic Energy 
Commission and 


must 
be ironed out. President 
Truman himself, while 
reaffirm- 


ing the American policy, has said 
the matter will be negotiated—and 
may lead to agreement. 


There is such divergence of view 
on fundamental points in the two 
plans that diplomatic circles 
in 
Washington are wondering wheth- 
er another controversy might de- 
velop among the great powers. 
American officials, while indicat- 
ing hope that the differences may 
be cleared up, foresee a long and 
difficult road ahead. 


Among the outstanding- differ- 


ences in the 
two plans 
is one 
which seems to carry the impli- 
cation that Russia Is entertaining 
grave doubts, or let's say, is pro- 
tecting herself against untoward 
contingencies. This has to ao with 
the American suggestion 
that it 


would be willing to dispose of its 
atomic 
explosive 
altogether — 


after international atomic control 
is created. 
Moscow, on the other 


han.d wants Uncle Sam's bombs 
destroyed, and the manufacture of 
others stopped, before the interna- 
tional machinery Is working. 


In short, Moscow is playing- safe 


by trying to render America atom- 
ically impotent right at the out- 


I set. 
Well, maybe, that's a smart 


j move to make, although it 
isn't 


motives of the'United Stiffs, and 
it would seem to indicate suspic- 
ions which certainly can't make 
international relations any easier. 


It is just such suspicions and. 
doubts which have been gumming 
up relations among the big three— 
and let none think that the sus- 
picions 
have 
been 
entertained 


solely in Russia. It has been an 
epidemic which has accounted in 
major degrees for the difficulties 
in the U. N. Security Council de- 


liberations and 
in the 
unhappy 


conferences of the big- four foreign 
ministers. 


The Russian counter-proposal is 


lacking in what strikes many ob- 
servers as being a vital element. 
This is any suggestion of what co- 
operation in world rehabilitation 
Moscow is prepared to offer in ex- 
i-hange for any such unprecedent- 
ed concession as America is asked 
to make. After all, the 
United 


States does possess the secret of 
how to make atomic bombs, she 
has the equipment and scientific 
skill to produce them and she has 
a store on hand. Why Should she 
throw away the greatest weapon 
in history without a guarantee. 


The1 situation reminds 
me of 


something I, encountered years ago 
up in the region of the famous Ky- 
ber Pass in northwest India. The 
savage tribesmen of that wild reg- 
ion were forever fighting battles. 
They fought because they liked it, 
and they 
had certain 
primitive 
rules to govern the game. 


During a hot battle one of the 


combatants introduced an ancient, 
muzzle-loading- cannon and started 
throwing non-explosive balls into 
the ranks of the enemy. The lat- 
ter stood it for a while and then 
sent over an

um:

aren't fighting fairly. We
